QUINQUAGESI MA oe weir 


The word is from the Latin “Septuagesima,” 
which means seventieth and is the name given 
the ninth Sunday before Paster or the third 
before Lent. It is not ascertained why this 


name was given this Sunday or why the two — 


following Sundays are called Scxagesima and 
Quinguagesima. Some writers claim that 
these three Sundays, together with the four 
Sundays of Lent, mystically represent the 
Babylonian Captivity of seventy years. It is 
most probable, however, that this serhi-peni- 
tential period is connected with the custom 
prevalent among many Christians, in olden 


times, of commencing their fast on the seven- 


tieti, sixtieth or fiftieth day before Easter, 
according to locality-or diocesan statutes. This 
was done cither on account of piety and zeal 
or to make up for the Thursdays, Saturdays 
and Sundays of Lent which were not everywhere 
observed as fast days. The name Septuagesima 
oceurs for the first time in the Gelasian Sacra- 
mentary. The Sacramentaries were liturgical 
collections containing all the prayers used by 
Bishop and Priest in the performance of their 
sacred functions. The Gelasian Sacramentaries 
are so-called from the fact that some ancient 
writers attribute the authorship of this work 
(492). The songs of 
joy, “Alleluja” and “Gloria” are omitted from 
now on; the color of the vestments is violet 
and nearly the same rites are used as on the 
Sundays of Lent. The “Te Deum” is not recit- 
ed at Matins, except on feasts. The lessons of 
the first nocturn are from the book of Genesis 
and relate man’s fall and punishment, The 
Gospel for this day, which contains the parable 
of the laborers in the vineyard, exhorts us not 
to procrastinate but work, even though it be 
late. for the salvation of our soul. 

Sexagesima (Latin term which means ‘six- 
tieth), is the eighth Sunday before Easter and 
the second hefore Lent. Mention is made of 
this Sundey for the first time in the proceed- 
ings of the feurth Council of Orleans in 541. 
It is also known as “Exsurge” (arise) Sunday, 
from the words at the beginning of the Introit 
of the Mass.. The Epistle is from Paul (TT. 
Cor> XPXIT.), and narrates his great suffer: 
ings and labors for the Church. The Gospel 
relates the falling of the seed on good and bad 
ground, while the lessons of the first Nocturn 
continue the story of man’s blindness, obduracy 
and iniquity which were finally punished by 
God with the Deluge.

Epiphany and Ash Wednesday is called “Car- 
nival” from the Latin “carnem” (flesh) and

places would receive the Sacraments on Quin- 
quagesima Sunday as a preparation for Lent 
and also to arm themselves against the tempta- 
tions of the carnival. Hence we still have the 
old Inglish name, Shrove-Tuesday or Shrove- 
tide.. Shrove Tuesday, known also as Fasten- 
Even or Pancake Tuesday, has the same origin. 
Many people went to confession and com- 
meneed Lent that day. To shrive is an obso- 
lete English verb which means to hear a con- 
fession, to :onfess, The abuses of carnival 
were so flagrant and shameful that Pope Bene 
dict XIV. (1748), instroduced a sort of “tri- 
duum of reparation to be held in all churches 
during the Jast three days, which were popnu- 
larly’ known as greasy Sunday, greasy Monday 
and Tuesday (French Mardigras, fat Tuesday) 
om account of the rich meats that character- 
ized the meals on those days. Quinguagesima 
Paschalis or leetetiae (Quinquagesima of joy) 
was also called the time between the Saturday 
after aster and the Sunday after Pentecost.
